(Stenlake et al> and IL 55254 appears to be comparable to either 
already cited Savarese patents 4,192,877 or 4,235,906. It 
should also be noted that U.S. Patent 4,701,460 also examined by 
the present Examiner, previously pending as U. S. S. N. 694,908, 
filed January 25, 1985, which Serial No. 694,908 was previously 
called to the Examiner's attention in February 5, 1987 response 
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\ (page 2) has now issued on October £0, 1987.
